LATEST WAR NEWS 

The French and British troops 
opposing the invasion of the Ger- 
man army in Belgium have suff- 
ered a serious reverse, according 
to the official announcement is- 
sued by the French War Office 
In the battle line, which extends 
from Mons to the Luxemburg 
frontier, several army corps, com- 
posed of both British and French 
took the offensive on Sunday 
against the Germans, but their 
plan of attack failed, owing to tha 
"unforseen difficulties," as des- 
cribed by the official statement, 
and the troops retired to the cov- 
ering positions. 

The losses on both sides are 
reported as extremely heavy, and 
the French officials describe the 
Germans as being obliged to es- 
tablish themselves in fresh posi- 
tions in Lorraine. 

The French have abandoned 
those portions of Alsace and Lor- 
raine which they had previously 
occupied, and now look for heavy 
fighting in French territory. 

Detachments of German caval- 
ry, operating on the extreme 
right, have reached Roubaix, a 
few miles to the north of Lille. 
This territory is defended only by 
reservists. 

Emperor Nicholas of Russia is 
reported to have gone to the head- 
quarters of the Russian army, 
which has taken the offensive in 
full strength and is said to be ad- 
vancing rapidly in East and West 
Prussia.

VILLA DECLARES 

HE IS FOR PEACE 

General Francisco Villa has 
issued a statement regarding his 
relations with the Carranza gov- 
ernment at Mexico City. He 
said: 

"I have no personal feeling in 
this matter against Carranza. 
This country should not again 
be under military government. 
The armies by our constitution 
are secondary to the constituted 
government and tis now time that 
the country should be governed 
by the people, for the people and 
not as heretoore, governed bv a 
military clique, whose only object 
is personal welfare and not the 
welfare of the masses. 

"T desire the moral help of the 
American people in this political 
fight I am now waging. I consid 
er myself the moral champion to 
procure by all honorable means 
for the down-trodden countrymen 
justice and at the same time 
showing them their obligations 
toward? law and order. 

"There need be no alarm whit- 
ever regarding my standing in 
this matter. I desire the Ameri- 
can people to understand once 
and for all, that I shall now take 
the part of silent moral pressure 
on any government they may 
emanate: this pressure is not 
menacing by any means. I dc- 
sire morality, the strictest moral- 
ity in government. 

"T desire that my country in 
view of its past sufferings by mil- 
itary dictators, should in this 
auspicious occasion inaugurate 
her government under civil auth- 
oritities."

IIJRING the whole of a dull. 

dark nn.l BMlM day in tbe 
autumn of the year, when the 
I clouds hung oppressively low 
In the heavens. 1 had becu passing 
■lone on borsebuck. through a singular

1 knov 
not how it was. but. with the first 
glimpse of the building, a sense of iu

opium, the bitter lapse into every day 
life, the hideous dropping of the veil 
There was an Icincss, a sinking, u I 
Sickening of the heart, an unredeemed 
dreariness of thought which no goad ! 
lug of the imagination could torture I 
Into aught of the sublime I reined 
my horse to the precipitous brink of u J 
bkuk and itirid tain that lay iu uu , 
ruffled luster by the dwelling and i 
gazed down, but with a shudder even j 
■BUW thrilling than before, upou the ! 
remodeled and inverted images of the 
gray sedge and the ghastly tree stems 
•Ml the vacant and eyelike windows. 

Nevertheless in this mansion of j 
gloom 1 now promised to myself a so- 
journ of some weeks. Its proprietor. , 
Roderick Usher, had been one of my - 
boon companions in boyhood, but many j 
years had elapsed since our last meet 
tog. A letter, however, had lately j 
reached me In a distant part of the 
country— a letter from him- which, in 
Its wildly importunate nature, had ad 
mltted of no other than a personal re- ! 
ply. The manuscript gave evidence of 
nervous agitation. The writer spoke 
of scute bodily illness, of a mental dis- 
order which oppressed him and of an 
earnest desire to see me as his best 
and. indeed, his only personal friend, 
with a view of attempting by the 
cheerfulness of my society some al- 
leviation of his malady. 

Although as boys we bad been even 
Intimate associates, yet I really knew 
little of my friend. His reserve had 
been always excessive and habitual. 
1 was aware, however, that his very 
■ncient family had been noted, time 
out of mind, for a peculiar sensibility 
of temperament displaying Itself 
through long ages in many works of 
waited art and manifested of late in 
repeated deeds of munificent yet un 
obtrusiTe charity as well as in a pas 
■lonate devotion to the intricacies, per 
baps eveu more than to the orthodox 
and easily recognizable beauties, of 
musical science. I had learned, too. 
the very remarkable fact that the 
stem of the Usher race, all time lion 
ored as it was. bad put forth at no pe 
riod auy enduring braueb— in other 
words, that the entire family lay Iu 
the direct Hue Of descent and had ul 
ways, with very trifling and very tem- 
porary variation, so lain. It was this 
deficiency, perhaps, of collateral issue 
snd the consequent nndevlatlng traus 
mission from sire to sou of the patn 
mony with the name which had at 
length so identified the two as to 
merge the original title of the estate 
Id the quaiut aud equivocal appella 
tiou of the •'House of Dsher"— an ap- 
pellation which seemed to Include In 
the minds of the peasantry who used 
It both the family and the mansion. 

When I again uplifted my eyes to 
the house Itself from Its Image In the 
pool there grew iu my mind a strange 
fuuey I had so worked upon my im 
agination ss really to believe that 
about the whole mansion aud domain 
there hung an atmosphere peculiar to 
themselves nnd their Immediate vlclnl 
ty-an atmosphere which had no affln 
lty with the air of heaven, but which 
hud reeked up from the decayed trees 
and the gray wall and the silent turn- 
a pestilent and mystic vapor, dull, 
sluggish, faintly discernible and leaden 



extending from the roof of the bnild 
Ing In front, made Its way down the 
wall In a zigzag directiou until it be- 
came lost In the sullen waters of the 
tarn. 

Noticing these things, I rode over a 
short causeway to the house. A serv- 
ant In wnlting took my horse, and I 
entered the Gothic archway of the 
ball. A valet of stealthy step thence 
conducted me in silence through many 
dark ami intricate passages In my 
progress to the studio of his master. 

On a staircase I met the pbysl 
ctnn of the family. His countenance. 
I thought, wore a mingled expression 
of low cunning and perplexity. He nc 
costed me with trepldatiou and passed 
on. The valet now threw open a door 
and ushered me into the presence of 
bis master. 

The room in which I found myself 
was very large and lofty. The win 
dows were long, narrow and pointed 
and at so vnst a distance from the 
black oaken floor as to be altogether 
inaccessible from within. Feeble 
gleams of eu< rimsoued light made 
their way throuch the trellised panes 
and Barred to render sufficiently dis- 
tinct the mote prominent objects 
around I felt that I breathed an at 
niosphore of sorrow. An air of stern 
deep and irredeemable gloom hungovei 
and pervaded all. 

Ui*>n my entrance Usher arose from 
a sofa on which he had been lying at 
full length and greeted me with a 
vivacious warmth which had much in 
it, 1 at first thought, of an overdone 
cordiality— of the constrained effort of 
the eiinuye MM of the world. A 
glance, however, at his countenance 
convinced DBS o' h|s perfect sincerity. 
We sat dow n. »ud for some moments, 
while be spoke not. I gazed upou him 
with a feeling half of pity, half of 
awe. Surely man had never before 
so terribly altered In so brief a period 
as had Ibsleriek Usher. It was with 
difficulty that I could bring myself to 
admit the identity of the one being 
before me with the companion of my 
early boyhood. Yet the character of 
his face had been at all times remarka 
ble. A cadnverousness of complexion; 
an eye large, liquid and luminous be 
youd comparison; lips somewhat thin 
and very pallid, but of a surpassingly 
beautiful curve; a nose of a delicate 
Hebrew model, but with a breadth of 
n--strll unusual in similar formations; 
a finely molded chin, speaking In its 
want of prominence, of a want of 
moral energy; hair of a more than 
webllke softness and tenuity-thesc 
features, with an Inordinate expan 
slon above the regious of the temple 
made up altogether n countenance not 
easily to be forgotten. The now ghast 
ly pallor of the skin and the now- 
miraculous luster of the eye. ubove all 
things, startled and even awed me 
The silken hair. too. had been suffered 
to grow all unheeded, aud as. in its 

wild gosKii texture, it floated rathei 

than fell about the face I could not. 
even with effort, connect Its Arabes.pie 
expression with sny idea of simple hu 
| manity.

I learned, moreover, at Intervals 
snd through broken and equivocal 
hints, thst he wss enchained by eertsln 
superstitions Impressions in regard to 
the dwelling which he tenant-d and 
whence, for many years, he had never 
ventured forth. 

He admitted, however, although 
with hesitation, that much of the pe 
cullar gloom which thus afflicted him 
could be traced to a more natural and 
palpable origin, to the severe 
continued lllness-lndeed. t» 
the evidently approaching dissolution 
of a tenderly beloved sister, his sole 
companion for long years, his last and 
only relative on earth "Her decease." 
he said with a bitterness whlcb I can 
never forget, "would leave him-blm 
the hopeless and the frail- the lust of 
the sin lent race of the Ushers." While 
be s|>oke the Lady Madeline— for so 
she was called, passed slowly through 
a remote portion of the apartment, and 
without hnvlug noticed my presence, 
disappeared. I regarded her with an 
utter astonishment nut unmingled with 
dread, and yet I found It impossible 
to account for such feelings. A sensa 
tiou of stupor oppressed me. as my 
eyes followed her retreating steps. 

The disease of the Lady Madeline bad 
long baffled the skill of Iter physicians 
A settled apathy, a gradual wasting 
awny of the i>ersoii and frequent al 
though transient affections of a par 
tlally cntaleptlcal character, were the 
unusual diagnoses.

suddenly a bright white flame burst 
out of the molten maas and enveloped 
It for some time.

GUARDING THE DIAMONDS. 

Thousands of Mile, of Barbed Wire 
Inolosa Kimbsrley's Mines. 

Machinery and barbed wire have 
supplanted the rude methods of break- 
ing up diamond bearing blue earth and 
protecting the valuable finds employed 
twenty years ago In the South African 
diamond mines. 

The depths of the strange, crater 
shaped hole In which the peculiar dia- 
mond bearing earth is confined are 
now penetrated by shafts, reaching 
hundreds of feet down Into the earth, 
with forty foot levels. The broken 
earth Is removed in closed trucks to 
the surface, where, after a season of 
exposure to sun and atmosphere strewn 
on the ground. It Is hauled to the mills. 

Here pulsators Anally locate the dia- 
monds on grease covered Inclined ta- 
bles, to which the diamonds adhere, 
while loose sand, earth and gravel are 
washed away by water. 

Acres of ground covered by broken 
earth brought up from the mines con- 
tain possibly millions of dollars' worth 
of gems, and these treasure troves are 
protected by high fences of barbed 
wire, with intricate arrangements at 
the corners and at the gates. About

POPE PIUS X. 

Rome Italy, August it. — The 
Pop* died at an early hour 
Thursday morning. Grief over 
the war in Europe caused him 
much depression from its first 
outbreak, and several days ago 
symptoms appeared of the old 
bronchial affection from which 
the Ton tiff had suffered in times 
past. 

Tuesday, Dr. Marchiafava an- 
nounced that the Pope was suffer- 
ing a simple cold and that rest 
for a week probably wou'd re 
store him to health. The condi 
tion spread, however, and Wed- 
nesday, it was known that the 
Pope's condition was serious. 

"The Pope's condition grew 
worse during the night. This was 
due to the diffusion of the bron- 
chitis to the lower lobe of the left 
lung. Symptoms of heart weak- 
ness became so threatening 
at one oclock that it was 
believed the Pontiff's life was in 
clanger. At 1 130 o'clock the 
symptoms were improved, but 
still grave. The temperature was 
103, pulse uneven at 1 :3c) o-clock, 
respiration 50. 

"Now I begin to think, as the 
end is approaching, that the Al- 
mighty, in his inexhaustible good- 
ness, wishes to spare me the hor- 
rors Kurope is undergoing." 

To Americans Pius X was es- 
pecially interesting. His great 
friendship for this country, his 
frequent audiences to Americans, 
both Catholic and non-Catholic, 
and his interest in American af- 
fairs kept him in closer touch 
with this side of the Atlantic than 
perhaps any Pontiff that has pre- 
ceded him. He was an ardent 
admirer of Theodore Roosevelt, 
and had the ex-President's writ- 
ings translated for reading, yet, 
as will be recalled, events accru 
ing at the time of Mr. Roose 
velt's visit to Rome led to the 
cancellation of his visit to the 
Vatican. Former Vice-President 
Charles W. Fairbanks had 
somewhat similar experience, and 
the incident created wide-spread 
interest in this country and in 
Europe at the time. 

London, Augus t 21st — An 
erroneous statement was made 
public in London last 'ast night 
and telegraphed to New York, 
that Anna Sarto, sister of the 
late Pope Pius X, had died in 
Rome shortly after the passing

The entombment of the late 
Pope Pius X took place Saturday 
evening at sunset. The great 
basilicia of St. Peter's was in 
semi-darkness. A flickering light 
CIRM from the perpetually burn- 
ing tapers about the Shrine of the 
cand'es in the chapel, wherv the 
catafalque stood. 

Those who witnessed the cere- 
mony, numbering about 1,000, 
came by special invitation and in- 
cluded the diplomatic represent- 
atives accredited to the Holy See, 
the prelates and members of the 
Roman aristocracy. 

The procession formed in the 
chapel of the Blessed Sacrament, 
where for hours the body of Pope 
Pius lay in state. The catafalque 
was surmounted by the triple

. Town and the body of the Pope 
was clad in the pontincial robes 
and surrounded by the emblems 
of his sacred office. 

During the course of the day 
many thousands of persons pass- 
ed by the bier. In the evening 
the bier was removed and placed 
on a low platform on wheels. At 
the gates of the chapel the arch- 
(inests of the basilica, in violet 
robes and surrounded by the 
chapter, joined the procession. 

First came a jeweled cross, half 
aloof, then the cardinals and high 
prelates, each carrying a candle. 
In the center of the procession 
was the bier, the cortege passing 
amid the kneeling crowds, while 
through the vast and silent 
church was heard the miserere, 
sung by the Sistinc choir. 

The cortege marched into the 
crypt where the body of Pope 
I'ius X will have its final resting 
place. Here the roof is very low, 
and the miserere had a peculiar- 
ly weird and melancholy effect. 

The tomb of the pontiff is on 
the right at the entrance to the 
subterranean chapel close to that 
of several other Popes. At this 
point several ancient marble 
tablets were removed to make 
room for the tomb of Pius, which, 
partly within the wall, also pro- 
jects into the pasage. 

The body of the Pope lies in a 
cypress wood coffin, on which 
rests a gold cross. Tlvs is en- 
cased in zinc and fina'ly in an oak 
casket. On the casket 's the in- 
scription : 

"Here lies the body of Pius X, 
born June 2, 1835; died August 
20, 1914." 

The coffin was placed within 
the tomb while Cardinal Del'a 
V'olpe recited prayers for the 
dead, accompanied by all present, 
kneeling. A monument to Pius 
X will be erected in the crypt.

BEGGING FOR FOOD 

A situation that commands at- 
tention from every portion of the 
United States is shown in the fol- 
lowing special from New York: 

Every ship that sails out of 
New York for English ports 
these days sails light, though 
England is begging for food. 

The liner Celtic left yesterday 
with 5,000 tons of foodstuffs in 
her hold, when she might have 
carried 16,000 tons. The Kroon- 
land left the other day with 
4,500 and room for 8,000 more. 
The Adriatic, St. Paul, New 
York, Philadelphia and others o 
the thirteen ships of the Interna- 
tional Merchantile Marine which 
have departed for England since 
the war started have ridden high 
in the water because of their 
Hghtness of cargo. Other lines 
tell the same story. 

Parodoxially, the storage ware- 
houses in and around New York 
are choked with supplies for 
which England is offering fancy 
prices. 

The reason why none of this 
food is going to England, officials 
of the transatlantic lines assert, 
is because American shippers 
have no assurances that their 
drafts will be honored in England 
promptly and they are un- 
willing to send their products 
abroad with nothing more tan- 
gible than a hope that they will 
receive payment for their goods. 

Tons and tons of merchandise, 
tlicse officials say, are held in 
check against the time when ar- 
rangements will be made to en- 
able purchasers to pay promptly 
in ?old for American supplies. 

Although in need of foodstuffs 
generally, for the movement, 
England is well supplied with 
grain, almost oversupplied. ac- 
cording to estimates made by of- 
ficials of the Internationa 1 Mer- 
chantile Marine. This, they say, 
is due to diversion to British 
ports of large cargoes in bottoms 
bound for continental ports at 
the outbreak of the war. Conse- 
quently but little grain is going 
to Great Britian, the largest 
single shipment recently being 
2,200 tons on the Kroonland. 

Sugar is the one article which 
Great Britian needs more than 
any other. For the first time in 
yean English merchants are im- 
porting direct from New York. 
The bulk of England's sugar 
came, before the war, from Ger- 
many and Central Europe. 

Nearly 1,500 tons were on the 
Celtic, sailing yesterday, and 
[,350 tons were aboard the 



Krooland. Other vessels in ad 
dition have carried large con 
signments. Nearly all this sugar 
is taken from the domestic mar- 
kets. 

The Celtic's manifest, typical 
of most ships since the beginning 
of the war includes 1,000 tons of 
bacon, hams 
Chicago ; 18,000

1,000 barrels of apples— green 
now, but with time to ripen be- 
fore they are placed on the mar- 
ket.

WINTER BARLEY 

In only one year out of the 
last four Kentucky produced a 
good corn crop. The 191 1 crop 
was very small, the 1913 practi- 
cally a failure, and 1914 promises 
a smaller crop than in any of the 
four years. The failure of the crop 
this year following the scant crop 
of last year will seriously affect 
the live stock interests of the ] 
State. Indeed it is probable that ! 
the growth of the industry has al- 
ready been greatly checked. 

While it is earnestly to be hop- 
ed that next year will be more 
favorable for corn production 
than the past few have been, 
there is no assurance that such 
will be the case. The records of 
the Weather Bureau show that 
dry years are just as liable to be 
followed by dry years as by more 
favorable conditions. In other 
words, nature does not compen- 
sate for a dry year by a wet one. 
This has been pretty well illus- 
trated right here in Kentucky. 

Although corn will undoubted- 
ly always remain the most im- J 
portant feed crop of the State, 
the repeated failures in recent 
yean show that it is a mistake 
to depend upon it so absolutely, ' 
as has been the case in the past. 
There are other crops not affect- 
ed by summer drouths that can 
be grown in Kentucky and prove 
profitable feeding crops. One 
such a crop is winter barley. 

Winter barley is a practically 
sure crop in Kentucky if sown 
reasonably early. It will make a 
yield of from 30 to 60 bushels per 
acre on good farm land and in 
feeding value it is about the 
equal of corn pound for pound. 
In fact it more nearly approaches 
corn in composition than any 
other of our cereals. Winter 
barley matures about the first of 
Tune in the central part of Ken- 
tucky, and is available for teed 
the earliest of all grain crops. 
Winter barley furnishes excellent 
fall pasture and can be pastured 
considerably in the spring and 



still produce a fair crop. It is 
the best nurse crop we have for 
clover and grasses. Maturing so 
early, it is possible to mature 
other crops on the land after its 
removal. Barley should be sown 
preferably early in September, 
but in the southern part of Ken- 
tucky it can be sown as late as the 
first of October with a reasonable 
degree of safety. 

Turf oats is another fall sown 
crop that can be grown satis- 
actorily in Kentucky, especially 
in the western part of the State. 
The secret of success with this 
crop is early sowing. If sown by 
September 1st to 10th, these oats 
w ill stand al' but the most severe 
winters and will yield much bet- 
ter than spring sown oats, as they 



are not injured so greatly by dry 
hot weather. Turf oats make 
good hay if cut in the milk stage 
and is one of the most important 
southern hay crops. 

Why not put part of the land 
in barley or oats this fall and find 
out the possibities of these crops?

The American mule seems 
likely to have nc opportunity to 
dtStinquish himself In the Croat 
European war. Mules are con- 
traband and unless subsequent 
events shall demonstrate that the 
warring nations need the Ameri- 
can mule in their military opera- 
tions many of the foreign mar- 
kets will be closed and the 
activity of buyers will be lessen- 
ed. 

England bought a large num- 
ber of American mules during the 
Boer war and found them ad- 
mirably suited for military pur- 
poses. Kentucky Tennessee and 
Missouri sold many of their good 
mules to the buyers for the Brit- 
ish Government and a boom was 
started in mule flesh which made 
prices better than ever before 
known, s As a matter of fact the 
good prices continue even to this 
day with the markets of the 
world open at present the value 
of mules would be greatly en- 
hanced. 

Kentucky has been selling 
mules to the farmers of the South 
for many years. Some of the 
Kentucky towns have long en- 
joyed importance as mule mar- 
kets. The Kentucky mule is not 
renowned for his beauty, but 
he renders enormous service in 
carrying the burdens and in facil- 
itating the business of the world. 
The fame of his serviceability 
ha-; spread abroad until he is in 
demand almost everywhere the 
sun shines. He is useful alike 
in peace and in war. 

A small mule can do as much 
work as a big horse and can be 
kept in good order on much less 
I in 1 vender than is required for 
the horse. Mules are growing 
in favor wherever they are 
known and the temporary inter 
ferenec with the foreign trade is 
not likely to seriously affect the 
mule-growing industry. Ken 
tucky is finding the mult one of 
the most saleble of her live- 
stock products and neither wars 
nor rumors of wars can reduce 
the mule output of Kentucky 
farms.

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KENTUCKY CROP REPORT 

The crop report as of August 

1st is the most discouraging one 
that has been issued from this 
department for many seasons. 
The report issued last month, 
while dismal in many prospects, 
had a hopeful undertone, as seas- 
onable rains could then have sav- 
ed the crops more or less. There 
has not been a general rain in 
the last month. Insufficient 
showers have fallen in different 
I < >c a li ties and conditions have 
deteriorated in practiaclly every 
portion of the State. It is now 
too late for the rains to do 
early corn any good whatever. 
The corn that was planted after 
June 1st would be materially 
aided by a good rainfall. Tobacco 
will come out with anything like 
a good rain, and the damage has 
not been so serious to the tobacco 
crop as to the corn crop. Pas- 
tures have dried up and stock 
water is very scarce in many 
places. The lack of good drink 
ing water has seemed to injure 
stock more than the lack of 
pasture. 

Corn has dropped from a con- 
dition of 81 per cent, to 65 per 
cent. Burley tobacco from 65 per 
cent, to 56 per cent. Dark to- 
bacco from a condition of 67 per 
cent, to 62 per cent. Clover 
pastures are disappearing show- 
ing a condition of 55 per cent. 
Bluegrass 64 per cent, and alfalfa 
65 per cent. Cow peas and soy 
beans are resisting the drought 
better than any other of the forage 
crops. Again we wou'd like to 
call attention to the possibilities 
of these two legumes, and the 
farmer who has sowed a few 
acres of either of these plants in 
all probability wil' have hay 
for the winter, as we'l as improv- 
ing his land. Fruits are dropping 
of the trees on account of the 
drought conditions. The condi- 
tion of apples is given at 62 per 
cent., pears at 66 per cent, and 
peaches at 75 per cent. Live 
stock conditions are given: 
Horses 92 per cent., cattle 89 per 
cent., hogs 83 per cent, and sheep 
per cent. Poultry as a rule 
is doing well. Garden conditions 
are given at 51 per cent. 

While rain would not do the 
corn crop any good, yet it would 
be of great help to the man who 
has sown late maturing forage 
crops. There has been but little 
summer plowing done on account 
of the ground being too much 
packed to break up in good con- 
dition. Farmers are urged to sow 
rye, barley or wheat as early as 
possible, in order to have wwnter 
pastures. Winter or hairy vetch 
is fast becoming an important 
part of our winter pastures. 
This is a leguminous plant and 
can be sown with rye, and will 
make hay early in the spring if 
this mixture is cut before the rye 
heads, 

Great care should be exercised 
to prevent fires spreading in the 
fiebK The forests are becoming 
dry enough for fire to spread 
rapidly if once lighted. The 
water supply of several towns has 
become so low that the health 
authorities are warning the farm 
ers as well as the city dweUer of 
the danger of using water from 
stagnant wells or pools or from 
IfMf springs. Two dry seasons in 
succession have rendered condi- 
tions very unpromising from an 
agricultural standpoint in Ken 
tucky. and just at the time when 
prices are highest for live stock 
known in many years, the Ken 
tucky farmer is unable to keep his 
farm well stocked on account of 
the drought conditions. He, 
however, will be well repaid who 
manages to hold on to his breed- 
ing stork under these conditions.

L H. C. TO BE DISSOLVED 

The International Harvester 
Company was declared to be a 
monoply in restraint of interstate 
and foreign trade and was order- 
ed dissolved by a majority deci- 
sion filed Wednesday at St. Paul, 
Minn., by Judges Smith and 
Hook in the United States Court. 
Judge Walter H. Sangorn dis- 
sented. 

Unless the $140,000,000 corpo- 
ration submit a plan for the dis- 
solution of the combination into 
at least three independent con- 
cerns within ninety days, or in 
case of appeal within ninety days 
of the issuance of an appeal man- 
date from the United States Su- 
preme Court the decision an- 
nounces that the court will enter- 
tain an application for the ap 
pointment of a receiver for all of 
the properties of the corporation 

The decision of the court was 
given by Circu : t Judge Walter l. 
Smith, of Iowa, with which Judge 
William C. Hook, of Kansas 
agreed, and from which Judge 
Walter A. Sanborn, of Minne- 
sota, dissented. 

The majority opinion held that 
the International Harvester Com- 
pany was from its organization in 
1902 in violation of the Sherman 
law. The origina' corporation, 
formed of five concerns, violated 
the first section of the Sherman 
act by restraining competition 
among themselves. The combined 
organisation also tended to mo- 
nopolize trade in contravention of 
the second section of this law. 

The decision declares that 
while the International Harvester 
Company and its selling organi- 
zation, the International Harvest- 
er Company of America, control 
from 80 to 85 per cent, of the 
trade in agricultural implements 
manufactured by them, their 
tie.itment of smaller competitors 
in general has been fair and just.
